them; for before they can become this 
they will have to make on earnest effort of 
one or two kinds. ‘There are some who 
depreciate their condition and some who 
have a false pride in it, because they de- 
mand more consideration than they merit 
A want of intelligence upon all the sub- 
jects of the day and of a refined educa- 
tion, is no more excusable in a country 
than.in a town-bred girl, in these days of 
many books and newspapers. 

Many girls are discouraged because 
they cannot be sent away from home to 
boarding schools; but men of superior 
minds and knowledge of the world, would 
rather have for wives women well and 
properly educated athome. And this ed- 
ucation can be had wherever the desire is 
not wanting. A taste for reading does 
wonders; and and an earnest thirst for 
knowledge, is almost certain to attain a 
sweet draught of the “ Pierian Spring.” 
There is a ‘farmer's daughter” in this 
room in which I am writing, a beautiful, 
refined and intellectual woman, in whose 
girlhood, books were not as plenty as now, 
and who obtained her fine education undor 
difficulties which would have discouraged 
any but one who has a true love for study 

I will state why I think the country 
girls are yet to prove the hope of this 
country. ‘The women in towns and ci- 
ties are becoming so universally un- 
healthy, and so almost universally extrava- 
gant, foolish. and fashionable, that men 
are almost in despair of getting wives who 
are not invalids, and providing them with 
what they demand after they have mar- 
ried them. Unless a young man has the 
fortune (good or bad) to be the inheritor 
of wealth, he must spend the best bloom 
of his youth in acquiring enough “to start 
upon,” as people are expected -to begin 
now-a-days. Men even in high places, 
would go to the country for their choice, 
if they mot there equal refinement with in- 
telligence. Women are preparing to 
take a noble stand in history, and they 
cannot do it in ignorance, 

Town girls have the advantages of more 
highly polished manners and greater ac- 
complishments, but country girls have in- 
finitely more to recommend them as ri- 
vals of their fair city sisters. ‘They have 
more truth, household knowledge and e- 
conomy, health, (and consequently beau- 
ty,) simplicity, affection, freshness of im- 
pulse and thought. When they have cul- 
tivated minds, they have more chances in 
their favor for good sense and real abili- 
ty, because so much of their time is not 
demanded by the frivolities of society,— 
The added lustre of foreign accomplish 
ments could easily be caught by such ao 
mind from a very little contact with the 
world. 

I would not speak as though our farm- 
ors’ daughters were deficient in educa- 
tion, Many brilliant scholars and talented 
women may be found among them—in 
Now England this is especially so—but I

| Ventilated Railroad Cars. 


At tho invitation of Sheriff Ruttan, of 
Cobourg, and S, Keefer, Esq, of the 
Grand Trunk Railroad, we enjoyed the 
pleasure of a ride on Saturday last as far 
as Williamsburgh, in a car ventilated on a 
plan just patented by Mr, Ruttan 

All who have traveled on Railroads are 
aware of the annoyance arising from dust 
They also know that a mouthful of fresh 
air cannot be breathed in a crowded car 
unless by opening windows, through 
which smoke and dust occasionally enter 
In quantities dense enough: to all but suffi 

|cate the passengers, By Sheriff Ruttan’s 
|patent, these annoyances are likely to 
have an end. 

It may be difficult to explain the prin- 
ciple of the patent so as to make the read- 
ler comprehend it, At the end of the car 
on the rook, what is termed a receiving- 
box is placed, This box is provided with 
two pairs of self-acting valves—these 
valves are placed 80 as to receive a current 
of air from whatever direction the car 
moves in—the current opening one pair 
and shutting the other—the valyes having 
all the appearance of small doors moved 
on hinges. ‘The air enters by the open 
valves, and is forced downward through a 
couple of flues along the bottom of the car 
on each side. The air is thus carried 
over a tank in which is placed about 200 
feet in surface of water. Over this tank 
are erectediwo upright dischargers resem- 
bling ornamented chimney tops, ‘These 
dischargers have two openings, one to- 
wards each end of the car, placed about 
tho height of a person's head when seated 
in the car. The quicker the car moves 
the greater the quantity of air forced into 
the receiving box, from which itis propel 
led over the water in the tank (where it 
leaves all the particles of dust.) up the 
dischargers, and the air is then discharged 
towards both ends of the car. ‘There is 
thus a constant supply of fresh air regular- 
ly kept up, the air in the car being dis- 
charged every two minutes when the car 
is going at forty milesan hour. ‘The foul 
air escapes at wire openings near the floor 
inside the car, and directly under the re- 
ceiving-box, and carried off by a chimney, 
after traversing the whole length of the 
car. Dust is prevented from entering the 
cars atthe windows by the pressure of air 
inside, which pressure is constantly kept 
up by the air forced from the dischargers 
Passengers, by this invention, enjoy a cool, 
comfortable ride, free from the unpleasant- 
ness attendant on breathing smoke, dust, 
and foul sir. 


During winter the dischargers are re- 
moved, and a ventilating stove both heats 
the car and keeps the air pure, the heated 
air passing under the floor from one end of 
the car to the other, thus enabling the pas- 
sengers to have their feet made comforta- 
ble by a constant stroam of heated air, 


On the short trip made in company 
with Messrs, Ruttan and Keefer, we had 
a very excellent opportunity of testing 
the invention, and we beliove we express 
the opinion ofall who witnessed that and a 
previous trial, when we'state that Mr. Rut- 
tan’s patent is in all probability destined 
to be carried into general use in the rail- 
roads of Canada and the States, provided 
he invention can be put in operation at a 
reasonable expense. 


The subject of ventilation has occupied 
Sheriff Ruttan’s attention for a period of 
thirteen or fourteen years, He has spent 
thousands of dollars in experiments, and 
we sincerely hopo that his present inven- 
tion may meet all the desires of the public. 
and that the reward due to persevering la- 
bor may be speedily attained by the gen- 
eral adoption of Ruttan’s patent for venti- 
lating cars.— Brockville Recordir.

Tue Worm in THE Wueat.—During 
a short trip in the Township, a few days 
ago, we had an opportunity of seeing num- 
bers of the mischevious little insects that 
are doing much damage to the fall wheat 
crop in Canada and the Western States. 
This destructive insect is a small darkish 
colored caterpillar, coming into life from 
eggs deposited on the growing wheat by 
a small moth or fly. We are informed 
that this insect is generally termed in the 
United States, the “ weevil,” and its rav- 
ages are chronicled from time to time in 
their papers as being the ravages of the 
weevil; but itis in reality the “ corn cat- 
erpillar,” During the past three or four 
years the numbers of this destructive pest 
have rapidly increased, so that few wheat 
fields are now exempted from its pres- 
ence. Not unfrequently, half the grain in 
the head of wheat is eaten away, nothing 
but the husk remaining. Whether any 
cure for this growing evil can be found is 
& question of great importance. ‘The 
farmers in some localities in the Western 
States have been compelled to discontinue 
wheat growing altogether for one scason ; 
and this seems to be at presont the only 
cure discovered. ‘I’his subject is worthy 
the attention of scientific men, and intel- 
nt Agriculturists.—-Guelph Mercury.

CROPS, 

The Fall crops are generally through- 
out the County of a good quality. More 
ryo than wheat seems to have been raised, 
which has been the case since the weevil 
|has made its appearance among us; this 
|insect is however disappearing, and in a 
| few seasons will probably be entirely gone, 
when our farmers will return again to their 
most profitable staple production. Weare 
told that although the wheat and rye crop 
looked so well before they were harvested, 
the yield after threshing is not more than 
an average. ‘The Spring crop may be 
said to be a failure; the wet weather in 
the Spring made the land cold, and kept 
the crops for a long time in a backward 
state. ‘The drought in the summer came 
on before they had recovered from the ef- 
fects of the Spring rains, and prevented 
the grain from filling, —while the warm 
weather hurried itto a promature ripeness, 
Of Barley there seems to be very litle 
cultivated, and what has been produced 
is of a light quality. Peas are not over 
half a crop, and oats are almost an entire 
failure, It is doubtful whether this grain 
was ever so bad a crop in the County of 
Hastings; in many places they are so 
short and thin that the expense of harvest- 
ing will come to more than the crop will 
be worth. Wo are certain that there will 
not be half enough of this grain raised in 
the County for home consumption, and 
that consequently high prices will be paid 
until next season, Indian corn is scarce,

THE ROADS. 


To get to and from the back Townships 
a few years ago, was almost a herculean 
task; the County Roads, now almost com- 
pleted under the auspices of the Warden, 
have rendered the matter comparatively 
easy and agreeable. ‘he road from here 
to Surling, although in some places un- 
dergoing repa is anything but good, 
and taking tolls upon it until fully repaired 
Appears quite preposterous. The new 
gravel roads, however, require something 
more than a passing remark. No one will 
deny that roads leading to the back coun- 
try are necossary and wise; they open up 
the lands in the interior, and increase the 
population and wealth of the County. It 
is to the advantage of the people on the 
front that this should be the case, as the 
value of their own real estate is greatly 
enhanced thereby. But when from £40,- 
000 190 £50,000 is spent in building such 
roads, it is a matter of the first importance 
that the people know whether the same 
has been expended in the most substantial 
and economical manner. Has this been 
done in our County roads? we think not 
Several mistakes have been made, and 
several things have occurred which smack 
very strongly of jobbery. In the first place 
the roads have not been built in a proper 
manver; tho specifications were notright, 
It is well known to every practical man 
that water is the greatest enemy to good 
roads, and consequently that effectual 
drainage is the primary and fundamental 
thing to be attended to. This has not 
been done in many places, and the water 
in the Fall and Spring will soon destroy 
all the summer operations. The “metal,” 
instead of being placed convexly, 56 as to 
direct the water to the sides, is either le- 
vel or concave, so as to retain all the rain 
that falls in the middle of the road; there 
is also an insufficiency of * metal,” and the 
| carriages have begun to “rut” many places 
|badly; this certainly shou'd not be the 
jcase in anew road. The gravel is speci- 
fied to be only eight inches thick, which 
in soft land will be a very ineffectual sup- 
port, If wagon wheels make ruts in the 
roads this time of year, what will they do 
in the Spring? Itis feared that they will 
cut entirely through the artificial surface, 
and stick fast in the subsoil below. The 
samo quantity of gravel is put UPR dry 
gravelly land as upon swamp land. The 
folly of such a procedure is apparent, and 
needs no censure beyond the bare men- 
tion of the fact, It is evident that some 
portions of the road require only to be turn-

SEPTEMBER 17, 


From the Montreal Pilot of September 1. 

An inquest was held at the Government 
House, ‘'oronto, on Friday last, upon the 
person of Mr, Jolin Hathaway, the Gover-| 
nor General's steward, who had poisoned! 
himself the previous evening. It appears 
from the evidence of Sir Edmund Head, 
that Hathaway had arrived from England | 
about the 24th or 25th of July Inst, and| 
immediately assumed the duties of house | 
steward to His Excellency. ‘That upon 
His Excellency leaving for his late trip, 
he gave the keys of the collar to him.— 
‘That during his absence he had not con- 
ducted himself properly ; that onthe eve- 
ning previous to the inquest, Hathaway 
being wanted, on sending for him he was 
found dead in his bed. Dr, Beaumont, in 
his evidence, stated that he had been sent 
for, and on going to the Government 
House, he found deceased dead, and ap- 
parently had been so some time. A bot- 
tle of laudanum, about one third full was 
on the deceased's table, and the following 
jnote addressed to His Excellency, was 
found in an adjoining room :— 

“Sir Edmund,—I leave my wife and 
children to yonr mercy. I am a lost 
sheep: God bless you and yours.” 

The jury returned a verdict “ that the 
deceased came to his death by taking a 
dose of Jaudanum whilst in a state of tem- 
porary insanity.” 


Snocxino.—The Chicago Press gives 
an account of the murder of a wife by her 
husband, which transpired there last 
month. It appears thatthe wife had been 
from home, and the husband Patrick Mc- 
Guire, was in bed drunk, When his 
wife arrived he got up to let her in; but 
was in @ great rage at being disturbed. — 
As soon as the door was opened he caught 
hold of her by the hair with one hand and 
with thé other under the chin, giving a 
powerful and brutal jerk, drew her in, and 
threw her into the corner. He then shut 
the door and went to bed. ‘The woman 
made no moan ornoise ofany kind. Her 
neck was dislocated where the first verte- 
bre unites with the second, and instant 
death was the consequence. It is pre- 
cisely the same result which is sougnt to 
be produced by hanging upon the gallows. 
In the morning when some men living in 
the house got up, the woman was found 
precisely where she had been thrown by 
her brutal husband the night before.— 
McGuire was arrested and a post mortem 
examination revealed the cause of her 
death. She was previously in gocd 
health, and a stout woman, while Mc- 
Guire is by no means a large man, and 
must have been demonaically strength- 
ened by rage and drink when he handled 
her so roughly. What adds to the horror 
of this affair, is that the parties are old 
people, over sixty years of age, and have 
two daughters married, living in the city, 
and highly respectable. ‘They were both 
present at the inquest. McGuire is in 
jail, the jury having found a verdict that 
he was the cause of his wife's death. 


Cuicaco as SEEN BY A BurFALoNIAN. 
—A correspondent of the Republic, who 
visited Chicago a few days sinco, thus 
gives his impressions:—I don’t think | 
was ever more surprised in my life than 
in observing the prosperity of Chicnago— 
the rapid increase of population, the ad- 
vance in wealth, and the immense num- 
ber of magnificent stores and residences 
in process of erection. The streets are 
absolutely filled with “stone and lumber 
and other building materials, and every- 
thing bears an appearance of prosperity 
and magnificent enterprise. I was told 
that no less than three thousand seven 
hundred buildings are being built at this 
time, and I can readily believe it; for on 
one short street, I ccunted eighteen or 
nineteen immense five storied stores go- 
ing up, fitted for marble, stono or iron 
fronts. The people are even engaged in 
putting a new bottom to their city by rais- 
ing the streets, universally, three or four 
feet higher, ‘This leaves the side walks, 
in a manner, down stairs, and a trip over 
the city at present,-is the most tiresome 
operation I know of. Crossing the 
Rocky Mountains on foot, is a mere baga- 
telle in comparison. Everybody is mak- 
ing money, and rents are prodigious.— 
Stores that would rent in Buffalo for $700, 
would readily bring $3,000 hero, with a 
business in proportion. An empty dry 
goods box on a favorite corner 1s a for- 
tune to the holder,, and the right to yend 
peanuts peripatetically, would I think, 
make tho fortunate owner a railroad pres- 
ident in the course of a year or two,

“ELIGIBILITY OF MEMBERS OF THE 
HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY FOR SEATS 
IN THE UPPER HOUSE.” 


Such is tho title of the leading article 
in the Intelligencer of last week, where 
it is endeavored to be ‘proved, contrary, 
wo believe, both to the lotter and spirit of 
the law, that a Member in the Lower 
House, by simply resigning, is an eligible 
candidate for the Legislative Council. 

‘The law on the subject is as follows : 
‘The sixth clause of the Elective Legis- 
lative Council Act provides that No 
Member of one House shall be elected a 
Member of the other” ‘This is suflici- 
ently explicit to satisfy any one, and it 
only remains to be seen whether resigna- 
tion simply puts an end to Membership 
de yacto, The Statute of 7 Vic., chap. 
65, sec. 7, still in full force, declares 
“thata Momber tendering his resignation, 
shall be, and be held to bo, and consider- 
ed as being, to all intonts and purposes, 
the Representative for the place for which 
he was-clocted, until the return of the 
election of a Member to serve in his 
room shall hive been duly made.” 

Tho Intelligencer endeavors to draw 5 
line of distinction between a Member and 
a Representative. 1t says, what is the 
fact, that the iutention of the Jaw in 
framing this clause, was in order that no 
constituency might be left without a Rep- 
resentative by such resignations, but con- 
tends also—less logically—that where a 
Member resigns, his place in the House 
only becomes vacant, while he remains 
nominally the Representative of his con- 
stiiuency until his successor is elected.

suitable person to fill his place, ‘The in- 
terests of the constituency is and sbould 
be paramount to the private iuterests of 
any individual. 

But our cotemporary, as if dissatisfied 
with his own reasonings, says: * ‘There 
is time enough for elections to be. held 
upon the resignations of Members, and 
the returns to bo made of their successors, 
and then to proceed with the election of 
Councilmen, before the seeond ‘Tuesday 
of November,” ‘This is entirely another 
question, which it is not necessary to dis- 
cuss. ‘The whole article seems to be a 
labored attempt to remove any obstruc- 
tious that appear in the way between the 
Members of the Lower House and a seat 
in the Upper.

To the Edifor of the New York Daily Times, 


Brooklyn, Aug. 23, 1856. 

Among the names of men of science 
present at a meeting of the American As- 
sociation, now in session at Albany, I 
perceive thatof Mr. John Patterson of 
that city, who read “ the introductory por- 
tion of a very abstruse paper on the in- 
vostigation and calculation of a general 
process of causation.” 

It may not be generally known that 
Mr. Patterson is a Journeyman Printer, 
working, I believe, to this day at the case. 
He is emphatically o self-educated man, 
and in him, young men may see what en- 
ergy of character and a proper use of lei- 
sure moyements can accomplish. By in- 
cessant toil, with hand and brain, he has 
earned a competency for his family, and 
4 reputation among scientific men that

—too much, so, indeed, for a man of his 
abilities—he has declined all overtures to 
public advancement, and contented him- 
self with the pursuit of knowledge in the 
quiet walks of private life.

Twenty-one years ago I first entered 
upon a printer's career in the office which | 
was honored with the presence of my | 
friend, and often counsellor, John Patter- 
son. As the rapid years flowed on,I be-} 
held with pride his increasing fame a-| 
mong those men of genius, who loved to 
associate with him in the study of mathe- 
matical scionce. Often and again have | 
seen him drop his “stick” in the midst} 
of pressing work, and seat himself on an} 
humble box beside his “stand,” to solve 
a problem just brought in by some Col- 
lege Professor, whose utmost powers of 
mind could not unravel it. He took his} 
pencil in hand, and the mystery vanished} 
at once, 

To his mathematical attainments Mr. 
P. also adds an extensive knowledge of| 
most, if not all, of the kindred science of 
the day. Music is with him a passion, | 
practically and scientifically, and his abi- 
lity in this has long sinco been demon- 
strated by the almost countless editions 
of music published in Albany, under his 
editorial supervision.

Jevolopment and cultivation of the 
intellectual faculties, He knew not the 
great powers of roflection and analysis 
that slumbered within him, until in a 
lucky hour, he resolved to rush in where 
thousands fear to, but where a galaxy of| 
the brightest ornaments of the realms of 
science had trodden in safety before him, 
All honor to John Patterson, the Journey- 
man Printer!

BLUE BEARD; 
WHO HE WAS, AND WHAT HE DID. 


This bugbear of overy nursery in chris- 
tendom, was no fabulous monster veiled 
in human form. He actually lived, and 
had a being in the fifteenth century ; not, 
however, as a long robed and turbaned 
Oriental, as the pictures which used to 
make ‘our blood cutdle, would lead us to 
think. 

On an ominence which overlooks the 
little village of Camptoche, near the Loire, 
stands the imposing ruin of an old foudal 
castle. Its grey walls, bare and broken, 
rear themselves against the glorious sky ; 
and amid the tumbling turrots, the bat and 
the owl beat their wings, and shriek in 
their midnight revels. ‘The superstitious 
peasantry avoid the neighborhood from 
fear. When the storm whistles and the 
wind moans, they imagine the sounds to 
be wails from the injured dead of the old 
ruin. ‘The dread of the placo is no new 
feeling, but has existed among succeeding 
generations of peasantry, ever since the 
reign of Charles the Seventh—it was at 
that time the dwelling of Giles de Retz,a 
"feudal baron who, as he was then, and 
still is called “Barbe Blue,” was no doubt 
the original of our time-honored, or rather 
feared, Blue Beard—his deeds of blood, 
which were but the every day incidents 
of his life, made him the terror of the sur- 
rounding region. ‘The bare mention of 
his name was enough to subdue the most 
rebellious urchin into submission, and 
eyenwhe parents believed that the winds 
that reached them by passing over his do- 
mains were sulphurated. 

Well does the history of this man re- 
veal the dark superstition of the fifteenth 
century: and also the impunity with 
which one in high rank might commit the 
most revolting crimes against humanity. 
De Retz had once been possessor of im- 
mense estates and untold wealth, But by 
the most debasing excesses he not only 
squandered his fortune, but also ruined his 
constitution, so that while yet a young 
man, he bore the appearance of decrepi- 
tude and old age. He could not, how 
er, consent to pay the penalty of his sia 
by thus becoming old before histime. In 
the blindness of his superstition he con- 
ceived the hope of reclaiming both health 
and wealth by the'power of magic. Hay- 
ing heard of a famous Italian alchymist 
who had performed some great miracles 
by this art, he sent for him to the castle. 
‘The cunning magician at once read his 
man, and encouraged his hopes ; he was 
therefore employed at a high price to un- 
dertake the work, and make the lofty cas- 
tle his home. ‘The first object was the 
winning back of health and vigor, without 
which all other treasures are of little 
avail. " Numberloss were the arts he tried, 
and mysterious the preparations he made. 
‘The dark dungeons and sécret subterrane- 
an passages beneath the castle, were the 
scenes of his work. Here the terrified 
peasantry imagined that the Ltalian made 
a compact with tho prince of darkness, 
and sofd the duped De Retz to’ him in 
compensation for his aid in restoring his 
health. Among many nonsencial and 
harmless ‘experiments, were also some of 
a cruel and abominable character. He 
induced his infatuated employer to believe 
that there existed in the blood of infants a 
charm to restore health and vigor. He 
assured him that by bathing daily in the 
warm blood of these innocents, the pure 
young life which had so lately coursed 
through their tiny veins, would be trans- 
ferred to his own. ‘The-bloody baron did 
not shrink one moment from the commis- 
sion of the horrid crime, which this pre- 
scription rendered necessary. ‘Tender 
infants were secretly stolen or forcibly 
torn from their parents, and kept in duu- 
geons of the castle until their blood was 
required. Itis believed that not less than 
two hundred humble oiothers were thus 
bereft of their youngest born. ‘The fiend 
in human shape hired a magician, but not 
a murderer. ‘That office he reserved for 
himself, nor did his savage nature shrink 
from the horrid werk it imposed. With 
his own hand ho did pierco the hearts of 
his affrighted little victims, until there 
was blood enough to cover his emaciated 
body. This is but one instance of the 
monstrous cruelty of De Retz. We think 
it very likely his wives shared the same 
fate of the poor infants, and that the story of 
Blue Beard in wide trousers, loose robe 
and turban, was not oxaggerated. 

But crime cannot always go unpunish- 
ed. Even then when the rich ruled the 
poor, justice and mercy triumphed at last. 
ho cries and entroaties of the hoart-bro- 
ken people around his domain reached the 
ears of his superior, Joan V, Ho was ar- 
rested and brought before a tribunal of 
Justice. His palace was thrown open to 
the public gaze, and its horrid dens and 
Vaults were swift witnesses against him. 
He was found guilty of murders by the 
scores, and after confessing many crimes 
before unknown, he was burnt at the stake 
in Nantes, 1410, ‘This'was the original 
of** Blue Beard,” and there, although more 
than four hundred years havo passed 
away since ho paid the penalty of his 
crimes, the broken walls and jagged tur- 
rots still stand as a memorial that the 
wicked shall not go unpunished.

Postal Treaty Between the United States 
| and Canada. 


WastINoTon, Sept. 10, 1856 

Tho articles (additional to those of 
March, 1851,) between the Post. Office 
Department of the United States and that 
of Canada, providing for the exchange of 
rogistered letters between the two coun: 
tries, will go into operation on the Ist of 
October next. 
| The first article provides ;—Lotters al- 
leged to be valuable, posted at any Post 
Office in the United States or its Territo- 
ries, and addressed to Canada, or posted 
in Canada and addressed to the United 
States, and deliverable at any of the re- 
spective oflices of exchange, to be thence 
conveyed to their destination, shall be re- 
gistered at the office of mailing on the ap- 
plication of the person posting the same; 
provided that the full postage chargeable 
thereon to destination, together with a re- 
gistration fee of five cents on eavh letter, 
be prepaid at such mailing offic and 
provided, also, thatsuch registration shall 
not be compulsory, and shall not render 
the respective Post Office Departments of 
the United States or Canada, or their rey- 
enues, liable for the loss of such letters or 
packets, or thé contents thereof.

B@- A correspondent of the Colonist 
sends the melancholy particulars of the 
death from hydrophobia of Wiilipm 
Hughes, farmer, township of King, atte 
3rd inst. Deceased was bitten by his 
own dog while in the harvest field, on the 
7th of August last, on his arm, face, aud 
other parts of his body, the animal being 
ina rabid state. The dog was instantly 
destroyed, and medical aid called in.— 
Since then the wounds have been healed, 
and Hughes was able to go about. On 
Sunday evening last, while at his tea, he 
suddenly felt that he could not drink, and 
thought he had taken cold. His medical 
adviser was called in on Monday morning, 
and everything was done for Him that was 
possible, but he grew gradually worse; 
and daring the last twenty-four hours of 
his existence was perfectly furious. He 
died at three o'clock on Wednesday after- 
noon, Dr. Duncombof Richmond hill, 
was constantly in attendance on him, as- 
sisted by Dr, Mortimer of Aurora, but all 
their exertions and skill were insufficient 
to remove the dreadful malady. Dr. Dun- 
comb states that rigid spasms came at in- 
tervals—that when liquid of any kind was 
within sight he became convulsed ; when 
he became worse, he barked and made a 
noise exactly as a dog would.

brother Major [rvine, of the Royal Artil- 
lery; furnishing as it does a graphic de- 
scription of the Ionian islands, it may be 
interesting to our readers: 


ZANTE. 


This Island is 140 miles from Corfu, and 
is indeed a Jgvely place, covered with olive 
roves, orange and lemon plantations, and 
the staple production of Zante, the famous 
currants, of which such quantities are ex- 
ried to England for the plum-puddings.— 
This year is the first for six seasons in which 
the currants haye not almost totally failed ; 
however, there is now a very fine yield of 
them, owing, it is said, to large quantities of 
sulphur haying been put on the leaves of the 
young plants in the Spring. The present 
good crop of course gives general joy through- 
out the Island, so mawy of whose inhabitants 
depend on the currant for their livelihood. 
"he coast of Greece is about nine miles off 
—that part called the Morea—and very beau- 
ful itis. From my quarters in the castle 
(an old Venitian fortress perched on a preci- 
pitous hill about 900 feet high,) I have a glo- 
rious view of the blue Adriatic, studded with 
its charming islands. Cephalonia (the lar- 
gest of the seven Ionian islands) is most pic- 
turesque; an abrupt rugged mountain, it is 
about 9 miles distaut, on our left hand; the 
famous classical Ithaca, four or five’ miles 
further off, and the island of Santa Maura, 
bounding the horizon. Athens is only 36 
hours sail from here, but I have not-yet been 
there 
Zante is nearly 22 miles long by about 1 
wide. The town, also called Zante, contains 
19,000 inhabitants, and the rest of the island 
perhaps 6,000 more. These are almost all 
Greeks, with some Italians; the latter lan- 
guage is spoken by tho higher classes rather 
more than the modern Greek, which is the 
Janguage of the lower orders. There area 
whole lot of Greek and Italian families called 
Counts and Countesses, who have perhaps 
not more than £50 a year, and then all their 
progeny are Counts and Countesses too, and 
4o they go on ad infinitum ; not more than 
a couple of rich familios in the whole island.
